The murderer fled imme-
diately upon the commission of the dastard-
ly deed, taking with him his rifie, and all
efforts thus far to ascertain his whereabouts
havelproved fruitless. Young McDonald had
the reputation of being one of the quietest
and best behaved boys in Cambria borough,
was considered quite talented for his age, and
had attended the session of the Normal school
ia this place last winter. His remains were
conveyed to their last resting vlace in St.
John’s (Catholic) cemetery on Saturday, fol-
lowed by an immense concourse of sorrowing
ficuds. His bereaved parents have the sin.
cere sympathies of the entire community in
their irreparable loss.

I was inexpressibly shocked in reading a
few lines in the last Freeman conveying the
sad intelligence of the death of . A. Conrad.
Though small in stature, he was the posses-
sor of a noble beart and splendid intellect.
and only those who eujoyed his confidence
and esteem can fully realizs the great loss
that has been sustained by his untimely
death. For years the writer of this has en-
joyed the charm of his correspondence, and
the bright flashes of wit in his gayer mo-
ments, or the more solid gems of sense and
sentiment in his sadder hours, are more dear-
